The very fact akt you/ are unorthodox 

is so significant because it shows the open mind that characterized Aldous. 

2nd \ your article would be excellent for the memorial volume. Now from your 

point of view - l) wouU you like to be asked to contribute, and 2} if so 

should I azkz write to Cass Canfield and send him the article? If I am 

not mistaken, he also is on the orthodox side and migh$ have &e«l protect- 
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i$$vf (not Aldous protecting) feeling about you. However, this is only 

speculation. I really do not know, and that is why I wonder if you have 

had any relationship with Canfield. I would like to have an answer to 

this question before I write him. Of course Julian has a very strong 

influence on Canfield, for after all he is the publisher and has the last 

word about the book he publishes. I have had a very low period physically 

also, but now I am picking up. I will go to Puerta V&Ha^te from the 

20th to 30th of March, and then I have a Seminar at Big Sur. I certainly 

keep my most ptesant thoughts your invitation, and I am ready to sign 

the visitors contract. I may come east in the spring. I don't know yet.
